4,000 chemicals and _ all 
those chemicals are sent to 
your blood, lungs and brain. 
Smoking decreases the amount 
of the brain enzyme monoamine 
oxidase B (MAO B). MAO Bis a brain 
enzyme that helps to break down 
dopamine (a chemical messenger that I's 

associated with feelings of pleasure), and a lack of 

MAO B could mean lack of motivation or a sense of depression 
and so forth. Nicotine, like other addictive substances, 
increases dopamine levels in the brain. 

Sure you may not inhale...but what about the smoke you are 
getting from the other people around you? Yes, you are still at 
risk. Even though a person does not smoke they are at risk for 
lung cancer, asthma, and other serious lung diseases. Exposure 
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to secondhand smoke can do just as much damage as the act of 
smoking itself. Nope, sorry to say children won't be able to 
recover from exposure to smoke at such a young age. Children 
and teens are still growing and that means that their lungs are 
growing as well. We are all at risk when it comes to smoking. 
One must wonder why people light up every day; something 
must be going on here... Watson, the game is afoot! Why do 
people smoke? Fitting in seems to be a big factor fora 
large number of teens. It is hard to turn down a 
friend who has just offered you a puff. You 
don't want your friend to think that you 
are some sort of dumb but still you 
are kind of curious to see what 
the big deal is about smoking. 
Curiosity to find out what the 
sensation of smoking is like 
oo can also motivate a person 
to light up and try it out. 
smokers report that the 
reason they still are 
smoking is that smoking 
gives a feeling of pleasure. 
How Smokers Get Hooked 
Go ahead; take your first 
puff on the cigarette. You 
body gets a blast of 4,000 
chemicals that fill your lungs, 
blood, and brain. Each cigarette 
has about 2mg of nicotine, an 
addictive drug. 
But guess what, it is not only the nicotine that 
sends you craving for another cigarette, you brain also 


get effected. Research has shown that smokers had 40% less of 
a brain enzyme known as monoamine oxidase B or MAO B. The 
enzyme breaks down dopamine, a chemical messenger in the 
brain associated with feeling of pleasure.

he centrepiece of the Sydney 2000 Olympic Games is also 

the largest outdoor venue in Olympic history. The Olympic 

stadium has a capacity of 110,000, and four Boeing 747s 
would fit side-by-side under the span of the main arches of the 
grandstands. 


The stadium has already hosted a number of major sporting events. 


These include a rugby league double header 
that drew a crowd of 104,583 in March 1999, 
two international football (soccer) events, and 
an American NFL pre-season game between 
the San Diego Chargers and the Denver 
Broncos. The rugby union Bledisloe Cup 
match played here on 28 August 1999, 
between the Australian Wallabies and the 
New Zealand All Blacks, attracted a crowd of 
107,042 - a world record for a rugby union 
match. 

For the Games, a continuous lower 
seating bowl will surround the athletics 
track, flanked on both sides by two 
permanent roofed grandstands and by 
temporary open grandstands at the 
ends. After the Olympic Games are over, 
the stadium will be reconfigured to seat 
80,000. 

specially designed for the unique 
Australian environment, the stadium is 
one of the few in the world which 
effectively shades and protects most 
spectators, without the need for a 
claustrophobic and grass-killing fully 
enclosed dome. Suspended from a huge 
arch structure and three hectares in 
area, the roof is constructed from 
translucent polycarbonate to minimise 
the shadows and patches of direct 
sunlight on the playing area. This will 
create ideal conditions for TV 
presentations and for spectators.

State-of-the-art environmental features that make it a showcase of 
ecological responsibility. Its energy management strategy reduces 
the use of conventional electric power through measures such as 
natural lighting, two gas-fired co-generation engines, and energy- 
efficient lighting. 

All materials have been selected for their contribution to minimising 
pollution, conserving resources, and 
their durability. Significant waste 
management and water-saving 
measures are also in place.
